Patentee is making this request for refund under 37 CFR 1.26. 

On June 28, 2006, Patentee claimed small entity status upon the filing of this 
application by paying the required fees reduced by one-half and indicating so on the transmittal 
letter under 35 U.S.C. §371 which accompanied the filing. Therefore, small entity status was 
properly asserted pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.26(c)(1) and § 1.26(c) (3). Patentee has not filed a 
notice of loss of entitlement to small entity status. Therefore, the assertion of small entity status 
remains effective. 
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On January 28, 2009, Patentee filed a request for continued examination and 
mistakenly paid the required fee at the large entity rate of $810 rather than at the small entity 



On July 13, 2010, Patentee mistakenly paid the issue fee at the required rate of $1510 
rather than at the small entity rate. 



Patentee requests a refund of the two excess payments on January 28, 2009 and July 
13, 2010 in the amounts of $405 on January 28, 2009 and $755 on July 13, 2010, respectively, 
for a total of $1,160. This request for refund is being made within two years of the excess 
payments.
